In tho Chancery Division, on May 16, 
Mr Ineo, Q.C., and Mr Seward Brice, on 
behalf of thu Japancss Government, made 
an application to thy Ouart that a sum of 
88,2GuL,, admittedly deposited by the Jupa- 
neso Government with the Oriental Bank 
for safo cnatody only, shuuld Ye pid furth- 
with into the London Joint Stock Bak, ag 
agents for the Japanese Government, for 
the purpose of paying such of the drawn 
bonds of the Seven per Cent: Loan of the 
Japansso Guvermoavnt as were payable by 
reason of the drawing for the year 1894. 
The Government of Japan in 1873 brought 
out a loan for 2,400,008, redcomub e at 
par at specific times uf drawing. Tho sums 
were to'be paid to and by the Orientel 
Bank, us agents of the Jupanese Govern: 
ment. In April 1884 the drawing took 
place.ts usual, and the bunds drawn were 
advertised, by the bank, and Monsienr 
Sunada -Kokichi, the Japanyse Consul 
General in London, ‘paid the suin of 88,2002 
requisite fox the redemption of the bonds 
to the bank. The money: atill remained 
intact, but it was necessary to obtain 
the order of tho Court ay an indomnity 
to the liquidator, withoub which be eonld 
not part with the money.
